Prosecutor 
seeks holes 
in testimony 
by Trevino

TWIN FALLS - Prosecutor Rich 
Bevnn’s questions Friday had a central 
theme, and an obvious point, drawn in 
broad strokes for the jury. 

“You are a liar," he said Friday to 
Rudolfo Trevino ID, who faces a first- 
degree murder charge in the May 14, 
1995, shooting death of Ryan Wiggins. 

Trevino cook the stand in his own 
defense, and Bevan put him through a 
pointed questioning. 

Trevino readily admitted to lying to 
police. But he maintained to Bevan, the 
Twin Falls County prosecutor, that he 
lied for a reason. 

Bevan spent more than an hour outlin- 
ing the story Trevino told police the 
morning after Wiggins was shot to death. 
A witness who was with Wiggins gave 
police the license number of the car dri- 
ven by the killer; the car belonged to 
• Trevino. 

Trevino testified that he loaned the 
car to his friend, Tito Cantu, before he 
went to sleep that night. Cantu tcsificd 
that he was driving around with Trevino, 
and that Trevino shot Wiggins as he 
fought Cantu. 

Trevino said he discovered his car 
missing when he got up in the morning, 
and Cantu told him to report it stolen. . 

Trevino said he told his girlfriend. hJs 
family, and police it was stolen. Trevino 
said he lied to help Cantu. 

’"You wrote this whole story, didn't 
you?" Sevan pressed. 

Bevan questioned why Trevino .didn’t 
tell police that he had spent the day 
arguing with his girlfriend. 

"You didn’t tell them because it 
wouldn't fit with the story that you slept 
together on the couch,” he charged. 

' "Why not?" Trevino asked. "Wc made 
up before wc went to bed. I didn't tell 
police because it was personal. It didn’t 
seemneccssoty,” 

Bevan steadily worked to the crux of 
his argument. 

He asked Trevino if ho was asking the 
juiy to accept his word that he lay down - 
to sleep on tnc couch, got up to answer a 
knock at the door, and gave Cantu the 
key.

Unlike citizens, Idaho remains 
undecided about tobacco suit

SHOSHONE - Hoyt Pugh, owner of the Moon 
Creek Store in Shoshone, quit smoking one day 
25 years into the hobiti simply because he 
didn’t feel like smoking another dgarene. 

That was his choice. But while the state of 
Idaho considers joining a huge lawsuit against 
the tobacco industry, Pugh’s mind is already 
made up. 

“I’m very much opposed to putting big taxes 
on tobacco,” Pugh said.'"Thcy’re just taking 
another privilege away from people there. It’s 
just malarkey. It’s not against the law. It’s a pri- 
vate right” 

Idaho's attorney general’s office is consider- 
ing joining a lawsuit with other states seeking 
rcTmbursemenc of Medicaid funds that have 
been spent treating sick smokers. If the state 
- joins the suit against cigarette makers, Idaho 
would join 31 states seeking damages, pliis lim- 
its on advertising chat the lldgams contend tar- 
getminors.' -

of civil litigation for the Idaho Attorney

' Cafe in Shoshone, .anything that stops smoking 
' is a good idea. 

If she had her drutheis, her'endre cafe would 
be smoke-free, but, she said, “this is a small 
town, so we .still have quite a few smokers 
here.” , . ' 

‘Tve always hated them,” y/yant said of ciga- 
rettes. “It’s just a really filthy habit. People 
who smoke smell of tobacco, even if they 
haven’t been smoking right then.” 

“And I never grew up with it, iny dad was 
allergic to smoking,” Wyant said.

MONTREAT, N.C. - From Canadian 
emigrant to America’s most recognized 
gos^ soloist, George Beverly Shea can 
aptly sum up his career with one of his 
inspirational trademarks: “The Wonder 
ofItAU." 

The man who, for many modem lis- 
teners, immortalized the hymn “How 
Great Thou Art,” is difEdent about his 
place in music history. He expresses 
wonder at how a farmer insurance clerk 
ended up sin^g in person before what 
could be more people than anyone in 
history — some 180 million at Graham’s 
crusades over the course of 50 years. 

At 88, Shea’s booming baritone voice 
is still going strqpg. He recently record- 
ed his first country-and-westem album 
and is preparing for upcoming Graham 
crusade events. 

“This was G^'s provision for a simple 
Igospcl singer,” he said recently in 
Montreat, where Shea and Gmham'live 
in the North Carolina mountains, IS 
miles cast of Asheville. 

The son of a Wesleyan minister from 
Ontario honed his craft around the fami- 
ly table. After coUegc in upstate New 
York, Bev Shea moved to New York 
City and trained with some of the 
world's top voice coaches. At the time, 
he also was working both as a radio 
singer at stations WMCA and WHN and 
shuffling paperwork at Mutual of New 
York.

“He's just a plicnomenon,” said Xurr 
Kaiser, Shea's accompanist over the 
past th^ decades. 

Shea became famous through his 


work with Graham but, even before 
their friendship, he was wcll-knotvn in 
Christian music circles. During the 
1930s and '40s, he was a gospel crooner 
on a Chicago radio station and later on 
ABC radio’s “Club Time." 

Shea recalls the first time he met a

Saxon Lutheran leaders refused 
to bend CO such pressure and sought to 
relocate instead. 

Saxon immigrants began to arrive 
in the midwestern United States in 
1839. 

By 1847, Lutherans had settled in sub-, 
siamial numbers in Missouri, Illinois,; 
Ohio and Indiana. 

On April 26, 1847, in Chicago, ni., the' 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Missouri,- Ohio and Other States was 
formed. 

The word “synod,” which means “on 
the way, together,” describes the volun- 
tary organization of individual congrega- 
tions. 

The name Lutheran Churdi-Missouri 
Synod became official in 1947. The; 
church is now organized into 35 districts,' 
the largest geographic district being the- 
Northwest District, whidi includes all of! 
Idaho, Oregon, Wasliingion and Alaska, 
plus congregations in Hong Kong and 
Beijing, China.

Let’s get the summer books-to-rcad list 
posted. Readers have sent in their choices: 

Irene Major, preschool director and 
teacher in Andover, Kan., offers two of 
her favorites. 

1. “Guilt Is the Teacher, Love Is the 
Lesson” by Joan Borysenko encourages 
the reader to“bc a spiritual optimist” and 
focuses on contemplation. It’s a “mar« 
vclous book,” Major says. 

2. “Mothers and Daughters’’ by Marie 
Chapian asks — and answers — the ques- 
tion: What arc we teaching our daugh- 
ters? It deals with discipline and the . 
importance of forgiveness. 

Orville Strohl, who was president of 
Southwcsicm College in Winfield, Kan., 
for more than 18 years, has three books to 
suggest: 

1. “The Real Jesus” by Timothy 


Johnson is a “scholarly reply to the so- 
called 'Jesus Scholars’ who try to confuse 
history with faith.” 

2. “Calling Church and Seminary Into 
the 21st Century” by DonsBd Muser 
encourages churches and seminaries to 
rcthirik and redirect their efforts as we 
approach d new millennium. 

3. “Sacred Eyes” by L. Robcrt>Ueck 
contends that how we respond to people 
can moke all the difference in the world, 
especially if we sec them “with sacred, 
eyes.” 

Ellen Vogts of Newton, Kan., recom- 
mends “Simon’s Night,” a novel by Jon 
Hassicr. She notes that Hassleris books 
“usually contain a bit of a surprise at the 
end but always one that is redemptive.” 

Her other recommendation is “A Good 
Husband” by Gail Godwin that recounts 
the events in the life of a woman dying of 
cancer and three other people whose lives 
intersect with hers. 


And then there is Derek Hole of 
Wichita, Kan., who includes the follow- 
ing three among his longlht of favorites: 

I. “All God's Children and Blue Suede 
Shoes” by Ken Meyers. It has a “fascinat- 
ing biblical analysis of contemporary 
American pop culture.” 

• 2. “For the Temple: A Talc of the Fall 
of Jerusalem” by GA. Henny. The set- 
ting for this chil^cn’s adventure story is 
the Roman sieges in 70 A.D.; it focuses 
on the leader of a bond of Jemsh patri- 
ots. 

3. “Holiness" by J.C. Ryle has been 
called “food, drink,, medicine and vita- 
min tablets, all in one.” 

Now for something entirely different 
in books ._ 

Edward Moser again has used his con- 
siderable wit t» tweak the politically cor- 
rea with his latest work: “The Politically 
Correct Guide to the Bible" (Crowm 


Publishers). Previously, he wrote “The 
Political Correct Guide to American 
History." 

Moser devotes 12 chapters to Old 
Testament stories and three to New 
Testament. But each one factors in 2(^- 
century attitudes politically correct ones,', 
that is. 

Some examples: In the creation story, 
God saw that the light he created was 
good, “making an unprovable value judg- 
ment.”

A bonus with the book is a list of politi- 
cally corrected pro vei bs, parts of psol^ 
and parables. Savor the^ “The hwest , 
tnily is plenteous, but the laborers ore 
few, for tbeyVe bera downsized.” 

“Yea, though I walk throu^. the valley 
of the shadow of death, I shall fear no 
evU, for 'evil’ and 'good’ ore mere logical 
constructs.” 

' “Eat no-fat food^ drink non-olcohoUe 
beverages; and tzy to be merry.” 

It can be irreverent, but Moser gets at 
the heart of some of the gilltn»>« of politi- 
cal correctness in a way that railing 
against it can’t. For that reason alone, 
the 128-page book is worth $12.

Red heifer a sensation in Israel

KFAR HASIDIM, Israel - Some 
claim she is a harbinger of the 
Messiah. Some call for her 
destruction. Others find the anen- 
tiofi she is gcrcing ridiculous. 

Tcn-momh-old Melody, believed 
CO be the first red hcilcr bom in 
the Holy Land in two millenniums, 
seems happy just lying around in 
the shade. But tlicdcbatc over her 
theological import is one of the 
more bizarre signs of the growing 
rupture between rcli^ous and sec- 
ular Israelis. 

“The red heifer is one of the 
most important signs chat wc arc 
living in a special time,” says 
Gershon Solomon, head of a 
group dedicated to rebuilding 
the ancient Jewish Temple, 
destroyed by the Romans in 70 
A.D. 

In ancient times, the ashes of a 
red heifer were mixed with 
spring water to purify high 
priests before they entered the 
Temple. There are fears that 


some extremist groups might 
interpret Melody’s birch os a rim 
the time is ri^t to rebuild the 
Temple on the site chat now 
houses some of the holiest 
shrines in Islam. 

Asked whether his group adve^ 
cated that, Solomon would say 
'only that he believed the Dome 
of the Rock and ol-Aksa Mosque 
could be dismantled and moved 
to Mecca a move that could 
hurt if not destroy prospects for 
* regional peace. 

Even Uiough mainstream reli- 
gious groups hove not rallied 
around the cow, some secular 
Israelis see her os a threat. 

“The potential harm from this 
heifer is far greater chan the 
destructive properties of a ccrro^ 
ist bomb,” the liberal Haaretz 
newspaper wrote recently, rec- 
ommending Melody be shot. 

Mcnachem Friedman, a'n 
expert on rdi^ous affairs at Bar- 
Ilan University, said Melody’s 
birth created “a vciy delicate sit- . 
nation. ” 

“Wc don’t know how radical 


groups .. will use it,” he told The 
Associated Prass. 

Melody's birth 10 months ago 
caused a flurry of media interest, 
coinciding with a religious 
revival and coming shortly after 
an election in which religious 
parties posted a record showing. 

Shmaria Shore, the rabbi of 
this agricultural village in north- 
ern Israel, said hundreds of 
Israelis and tourists hove flocked 
here to catch a glimpse of 
Melody. 

Shore said pure red heifers 
seem to have died out in Israel 
since the post-temple period, and 
that it is rare to see a red heifer 
without whitc.or black spots. He 
took poins to point out that 
Melody, who is a darkish red, 
may not be the genuine article 
because of several imperfections. 

Melody’s mother is from a 
group of visually unremarkable 
black-and-white cows penned in 
down the hill at Kfar Hosidim; 
but she was artificially inseminot- 
cd with sperm taken from an 
anonymous bull iii Sivitzerland.

Americans flee 
Sierra Leone 


FREETOWN, Sierra Leone 
(AP) — .The U.S. Embassy shut 
dom operations in Sierra Leone 
Fridoy and U.S. helicopters 
swooped into the capit^ to evac- 
uate more than 800 Americans 
and other foreigners caught iii 
the violence following a military 
coup. ' 

The embassy had urged all 
Americans to leave immediately, 
saying that sccuriQ’ was “serious- 
ly deteriorating" after Sunday’s 
'coup in this West African nation. 

Departing foreigners rcponed 
troops ransacking their homes, 
robbing them of all belongings 
and threatening to loll them and 
their childrciL 

After hiding from looters and 
mutinous troops for six long days 
and nights, Americans ^mbed 
aboard U.S. military helicopters 
. that landed ot a hotel near the 
Freetown harbor Friday. 

Hundreds of foreigners who 
were left behind when the U.S. 
evacuation ended milled about 
the waterfront hotel, many of ■ 
them weeping. 

“We are ve^ sorry we could 
not have everybody on board 
who wanted to go," U.S. Embassy 
spokeswoman Anne Wright - 
before boarding the final heli- . 
copter flight to the USS 
Kea r sa r ge, 20 miles off the coast 
“We hope we have got those who 
have no way to sustain them- 
■ selves here." 

Mutinous soldiers, ousted 
President Ahmed Tejan Kabbah,

Special Olympians train 
for Idaho summer games

Burley foresters, conservationists 
dispute interpretation of appeal

: BURLEY - Preparation for the Idaho State 

Special Olympic Summer Games has become a 
immunity event in Cassia County, bringing resi> 
dents together through the hours of training. 

Forty>slx Special Olympic athletes are practic* 
ing for four different sports after qualifying for 
the summer games held June 6*7 in Boise. Many 
volunteers and sponsors throughout the communi- 
ty have helped the athletes, making Cassia 
County one of the most successful Special 
Olympic programs in the state, head coach Terry 
Kinkeadsdd. 

“When 1 look out I see oil kinds of people play- 
’ ing basketball and htMng fun together,” Kinicead 
said during a basketball scrimmage with high 
school volunteers from the Burley Special 
Ol^pic Partner Program. “A lot of times the kids 
will come up to me and ask me if they can bring 
more of their friends next time we proctice. It’s 
really great.” 

When Kfnkead came to Cassia County from 
' Chicago 14 years ago, she found just five Spcdat 
Olympians who only participated in downhill sid- 
ing Sne had been involved with Special Olympic 
programs in Michigan, Alaska and Florida, and 
after she worked with others in Burley, the county 
now has 6S athletes whq partidpate in nine differ- 
ent sports year-round. 

Ages 8 through adulthood are eligible, and 
Special Olympians now are considered varsity 
athletes at Burley High School. 

"We now have the biggest winter team which is 
downhill skiing, cross country skiing ond snow- 
shoeing in the state,” Kinkead said. "We hosted 
the winter games in 1995 at Pomerelle. They've 


also been very supportive over the years.” 

Athlete. Chris Frank, 27, plays basketball for 
one of Cassia County’s three teams and has been 
involved with the Spedal Olympics for 16 years. 
When he's not participating os a player, he talks 
to mony different communities throughout Idaho 
os on outreach speaker. 

“I try to get everyone involved in Special 
Olympics,” said Fronk, whose siblings have volun- 
teered and whose dad has coached Speciol 
Olympics. ' ’ 

Kinkead sold the partnership program at Burley 
High School hos bridged some neat relationships 
between the Special Olympic athletes and high 
school volunteers. For a break from training earli- 
er in the season, everyone got together for a bar- 
becue. 

, "High school kids get such a bad rap but we 
think they're fantastic,” Kinkead said. “Everyone 
just has a great time together.” 

The school district and many in the community, 
have been supportive in other ways. Many local, 
businesses such as Wal-Mart, Boise Cascode ond 
Cenquy Cinemas have donated money to Special 
Olympics or sponsored athletes. 

Still others ride six miles with the cyclists to 
keep them company so Kinkead can take it easy 
from time to dme. 

“Yesterday we just let everyone go with Steven 
because- he's really fast," Kinkead said of Steven 
Torrez, who is autistic. “They were laughing and 
joking ond having fun, that’s what this is all 
about. It’s not an isoloted thing anymore, it’s real- 
ly becoming mainstream in the community.”

BURLEY - The Sawtooth 
Nadonal Forest’s Burley Ranger 
District and Idaho Woiersheds 
Project leader Jon Marvel have 
different interpretations of what 
foresters must do to revise a plan 
to improve the health of dying 
trees. 

Idaho Watersheds Project and 
the'Committee for Idaho’s Hi^ 
Desert, two conservation groups, 
jointly won an aopeol^at tem- 
porarily halts the U.s. Forest 
Service’s treatment plan on the 
Sublctt Division 40 miles south- 
east of Burley. 

Burley District Ranger Pete 
Peterson decided to treat a high 
tree-mortality rate by logging 
and setting a prescribed fire, but 
the conservation groups chal- 
lenged that plan, saying it would 
cause extreme environmental 
damage. 

U.S. Forest Service Acting 
Deputy Regional Forester Jack 
W. McDonald in Ogden, Utah, 
ruled recently that the plan did 
not adequately assess the impact 
of burning and logging on 
wildlife. 

The conservation groups’ appeal 
questioned whether a problem 
really existed on the forest, but 
despite his decision McDonald 
supported the general plaa - 

“1 believe the concepts behind 
this project are go6d,” he wrote 


. in a letter to Hailey architect Jon 
Marvel. 

Marvel leads Idaho Water- 
sheds Project, a group that has 
been challenging public-land 
management throughout the 
state. The Sublctt appeal is thd 
group’s first on a Forest Service 
project. • 

Marvel pointed to McDonald's 
decision, which mentioned sever- 
al wildlife inventories Burley 
foresters must record. Surveys 
must be conducted one year 
before a decision is made to treat 
the forest with logging and bums. 

In a news release Friday, 
Peterson said the agency will 
need only to inventory one plant 
in the Sublett area, the Ute 
ladies’ tresses, which recently 
was listed as a tiuvatened spedes 
under the Endangered Species 
A«. 

“Even though there were sev- 
eral appeal points made by the 
two groups, the appeal deciding 
officer ... derided to reverse my 
derision based on the fact chat I 
had issued a decision based on a 
draft biological assessment 
involving a threatened plant 
species,” Peterson said. 

“Prior to issuing o new deci- 
sion,” he said later tn the release, 
“a final biological assessment for 
this plant tvill be completed.” 

The Forest Service's regional 
office in Ogden did not clarify 
the issue Friday. 

In the news release, Peterson 


expressed urgency for the pro- 
ject to begin. 

“There were a lot of trees 
blown down this past winter, and 
the bug population is rapidly 
increasing. We have an excellent 
opportunity to get these trees out 
of the forest, with the bugs still in 
them, before the bugs emerge 
and attack other trees,” he said. 

Marvel said McDonald didn't 
address several points of the 
appeal because he based his deci- 
sion on procedural issues regard- 
ing wildlife assessments.

the first quarter, even higher than an 
earlier estimate of 5.6 percent, the ' 
Commerce Department said Friday. 

This year’s first quarter marked the- 
fastest growth since the fourth quarter of 
1987. But, as with most good things, it 
must come to on end, economists said. 

Continued growth at such a sizzling 
speed would quickly use up the econo- 
_myXscant excess.capadty, sending both— 
inflation and interest rates climbing. 

>Uready for April, the government has 
said retail soles and factory- production 
fell. And in a separate report Friday, the 
Commerce Department said sales of new 
single-family homes fell 7.7 percent^n 
April to a seasonally 'adjusted annual 
rate of 772,000. That marked -the 
sharpest decline in six months and was 
down from on ll-yeor high of 836,000 in 
March. 

Even the phenomenally strong GDP 
report offered a sign of the moderation 
to come. Much of the upward revision in

NEW YORK — Frenzied selling gave 
way to bargain hunting Friday, boosting 
some stock measures to record highs 
despite a steep tumble triggered by a 
profit warning from Intel. 

The Dow Jones industrial average fin- 
ished nearly unchanged, rising 0.86 to 
7,331.04 after swinging from an 88-point 
loss to a 41-poim gam. 

But the most incredible turnaround 
came in the technology-laden Nasdaq 
market, which finished slightly higher 
after tumbling nearly 50 points, or a^ut 
3.5 percent, at the open. 

A rebound of that magnitude would be 
akin to the Dow industrials erasing a 250- 
point crash. 

Broad-market indicators also recov- 
ered from' the early slide, with the New 
York Stock Exchange composite index 
closing at a new high and the Russell 
2000 list of smaller companies setting its 
sixth straight record. 


“It’s obvious we had some money lurk- 
ing out there dying to be invested,’’ said 
Bill Meehan, a market analyst at 
Prudential Securities, noting that ;r 
strong bond market and some reassuring 
comments from Compaq Computer gave 
investors cnougli confidence to view the 
drop as a buying opportunity. 

Before the start of Friday's trading, 
Intel warned that weak demand, espe- 
cially in Europe, would hurt its results 
for the current quarter. 

The announcement aggravated fears 
that company profits won’t justify the 
stock market's lofty levels, particularly in 
the higli-flying blue-cliip and technolog>- 
sectors. The market was rattled on 
Tliursday by a profit warning from Nike 
and reports suggesting weak demand for 
computer drive maker Seagate 
Technology and paper products maker 
Kimberly Clark.

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Credit card companies, now hear this! 

Card company drops lawsuit over bankrupt man’s debt, then judge orders firm to pay man’s court cost

If you arc among the millions besieged 
by credit card soUcitadons, you should 
enjoy the outrome of the court case of 
AT&T vs. Miguel Chinchilla. 

A few more judiciol judgments like 
this one and issuers of credit cards may 
be persuaded to change their soles tac* 
dcs. It’s a good example of the American 
consumer prevailing over a corporate 
^ant 

The Chinchilla episode grew out of his 
filing for personal bankruptcy after the 
family income suddenly was cut in half 
when his wife lost her job. He found him* 
self unable to cope with $60,000 in unse- 
cured debt. 

Ungucsdonably, $60,000 was excessive 
for a man ofhis means. But that’s not the 
point. Hypocrisy is. 

Chinchilla’s bankruptcy peddon, filed 
under Chapter 7 of the federal law, 
sought to wipe out some of his debts, 
including $7,000 owe'd on his AT&T 
Universal Card. AT&T objected, con- 
tending that Chinchilla committed fraud 
in running up so much debt. 

No way, said Chinchilla, who chose to 
fight rather than yield. He won the batdc 
by default. Instead of pursuing the mat- 
ter further — $7,000 b^ng a rather triv- 
ial sum in a credit pool of many millions 
— AT&T agreed to dismis^ of its acdon. 

But that alone didn’t satisfy Chinchilla. 
He had incurred $2,600 in costs fighdng 
the card company claim against him. He . 
asked the court to get it back for him.

Judge Robert A. Mark of the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court in Miami agreed and 
ordered AT&T to pay up. As the judge 
saw it, the case against Chinchiila never 
should have been filed, since the 
debtor’s behavior showed nothing fraud- 
ulent 

“Mr. Chinchilla voluntarily stopped 
the use of his card three months before 
he filed for bankruptcy and continued to 
make the minimum payments until that,, 
cancellation,” Mark wrote. “These facts 
present a picture of bad luck, decency ' 


and a sense of responsibility, not the 
deception AT&T nc^igcntly all^d.” 

In deciding the cose, the judge sound- 
ed off on the broader matter of credit 
cord issuers flooding the moil with solici- 
tations with apparent disregard for the 
credit-worthiness of their targets. 

“If AT&T and other credit card issuers 
wont to continue ... soliddng consumers 
to use their cards with little regord for 
their financial ability, that is fine,” he 
said. “What this court will not condone 
ore the different and, indeed, hypocriti- 


cal standards applied by credit card com- 
panies like AT&T in piusuing these oth- 
erwise permissible business and legal 
pursuits. 

“(They) cannot issue a card without 
regard to financial condition and then 
complain they were defrauded when 
they later leant the consumer had sever* 
ol other debts at the time the card was 
used.” 

Mark likened AT&T’s behavior to that 
of .“a gun-slingcr in the Wild West with- 
out ammunition.” Card issuers can oper- 


ate in whatever manner they like, he 
said, “(but) Just don’t ride into town fir- 
ing blanks and kicking up dust in tiie 
hope of rustling up a settlement. 

“Come in armed with the facts to 
prove fraud," the judge odded, “or you 
may be driven out of town with a bullui 
in your tail.” 

In the Chinchillo case, it was a $2,600 
bullet and o stinging verbal rap from n 
judge. The Miami court ruling and com- 
mentary/ were not the first time card 
companies have been reprimonded in 
court for carclcs.'s behavior in the iiigliJy 
competitive card business. 

“Examples of such wounded credit 
card cowboys can be found in numerous 
reponed decisions,” Mark said, citing » 
few coses to prove his point. 

The credit card “gun-slinger.s” finally 
may be getting the message that reckless 
sales and promotional tactics arc not 
without peril. 

As a recent column in this space noted, 
some of the largest issuers of credit cards 
— such as Citicorp, Chase Manlmitan, 

' Wells Forgo, Wachovia and Banc One — 
arc feeling the pinch of nn upsurge in 
delinquencies on the part of card users, 
Losses on card business are cutting into 
their profits. 

Coll it poetic justice or the unpleasant 
result of reaping a bitter liarv-cst of wiiac 
one has sowed. Judge Mark, in'the 
Chinchilla case, calls it hypocrisy. 

Perbaps it’s a little of all of those 
descriptions — a three-gun volley iluu 
may limit the corporate enthusiasm fur 
credit card issuance in the future. 


Debit cards gain in popularity despite security concerns

into his wallet and steered his

cards are convenient, he says.

Bank customcrs'across the 
country are behaving more and 
more lUce Dahl, subsntuting plas- 
tic debits for traditional paper 
debits i.e. checks, accortung to 
consumer surveys. 

And banks are making It easier- 
for them by giving away ATM 
cards that double as debit cards. 

It mokes sense for bonks: debit 
cards cut their costs and increase 
their revenue. 

Still, there are drawbacks. 
Despite growing use of debit 
cords, checks are a much more 
common currency. And critics say 
'free ATM/debit cards create 
security risks, since debit cards 
don’t always require identifica- 
tion numbm. 


The debit or check card looks 
like a credit card, but acts like a 
check. It allows the withdrawal of 
money from checking accounts, 
but doesn’t grant borrowing 
power. — - . _ _ _ . 

. . After a slow start in the.lSSOs, 
debit cords ore catching on. “It’s 
one of the hottest products'banks 
arc offering customers today 
along with online banking," said 
John Hall, a spokesman for the 
American Boning Association in 
Washington, D.C. 

A December survey by the 
trade newspaper American 
Banker and the Gallup Poll found 
that 40 percent of U.S. financial 
consumers had debit cards — - up 
from 32 percent from- 1994. And 
they’re using those cards more: 
Consumers who used their check 
cards 10 times per month dou* 
bled from 1994 to 1996, the 
American Banker survey said. 

“Once people gc( the product, 
th^ become very active users,” 
said Chris Roberts, a vice presi- 
dent and senior product manager 
for Norwest Corp. 

The percentage of Norwest 
checking customers who have 
debit cards has held around 31 


percent in the past few years. But 
debit card use rose 66 percent 
from March 1^5 to Morw 19^ 
he said, and rose SO percent the 
year before that. 

-Bankers-like-Roberts say ddiit - 
cardsV growing-popularity is 
being driven by custpmers' dc^re 
for more convenience. and less 
checldng-relatcfd costs. 

Cost saving particularly helped 
win over 26-ycar-oId Cynthia 
Weiss of St. Paul, Minn. “It*s 
saved me a lot on checks," she 
said after using her debit &ird to 
buy groceries at Cub Foods. A 
box of checks costs about SIS. * 
Her debit card is free along with 
her Norwest Advantage cheddng 
account. 

Norwest charges a $1.25 
monthly fee for a ^bit card with 
iu basic checking account. But iu 
biggest competitors in the Twin 
Cities offer free debit cards with 
basic' checking, and they’ve 
broadened their reach in recent 
months. 

Late last year, First Bank 
System began mailing out tlebit 
cards — unsolicited to setca 
customers (based on credit and 
chcck-paying history). The cards 


were 'new ATM cards that dou- 
bled as trfMInc debit cards. Off- 
line means they can be used sim- 
ply by swiping them through a 
retailer’s card swipe; no personal 
identification number is-neces--- 
-soiy. — -i — 

About 60 percent of First Bank 
checking customers now-have ' 
deck cardsi compared to about 
45 percent before the recent 
nuiiling. TCF Financial has gone 
further, mailing free ATM/chcck 
canls to about 80 percent of its 
checking customers. 

Every transaction made with a 
. debit cord instead of o check will, 
cut costs for TCP and First Bank.' 
Check mmsactions cost 10 cents 
at ‘First Bank; debit transactions, 
seven cents. 

' And debit cards generate new 
fees for banks, even if they give 
free cards to checking customers. 
That’s because banks collect a 
processing fee from grocery 
stores, Testaurants and mer- 
chants that honor check cards. 
The fee runs from 1 to about 1.4 
percent of each tnmsaction. 

Bonks aren’t keen on breaking 
out hoiv much money debit cards 
can generate. “It’s a significant 


dollar amount, but not a huge 
percentage (of total fees),” said 
one TCF executive. 

Debit card fee revenue won’t 
surpass TCFs AlM-rcIatcd fees, 
- Avhich totaled S3.S million for the 
first quarter and made up 9 per- 
cent of TCFs total fee income. 

The growing 'acceptance of 
debit emtis by merchants — par- 
ticularly grocers, gas stations and 
restaurants — has the chicken- 
and-egg effect of increasing con- 
sumers’ use of debit cards, 
bankers say. 

Another factor in debit’s rise: 
the check card’s links to credit 
cards. Most debit cards arc 
branded with VISA or 
Mastercard logos, meaning 
they’re accepted wherever those 
credit cords are allowed. (Checks 
arc relegated more to loc^ trans- 
actions.) 

And point-of-.salc computer 
equipment needed to read credit 
cards is essentially the same for 
debit cords, '.said Ken lO-oening, 
Cub Foods', vice president for 
financial services. 

So, “once you’re going to take 
the step of accepting credit cards, 
you might as well take debit 


cards at the same time," 
Kroening said. 

Debit card use has grown at 
Cub stores since Cub began 
accepting them in 1994, Kroening 
— said. But debit cards RtiU accmim 
for only about -2.3 percent of 
Cub’s sales, he said. 

Credit cards, which Cub has 
also accepted since 1994, com- 
prise about 14.5 percent of sales. 
A big reason for the gap: With 
credit cards, consumers con rack 
up points for free plane flights, 
discounts on new cars and other 
goodies. 

On a rcccm day at Cub Foods, 
' plastic — be it credit or debit — - 
wasn’t getting much action. Most 
customers did what Uicy have for 
decades, whipping out their 
checkbooks when the cashier 
gave them the bad news. 

Checkbook-toting shooper 
Shirley Zorembinski of Roseville, 
Minn, said she got a check card in 
the moil from TCF, but has never 
used it. 

“We just cut it up," said 
Zarembinski, a senior citizen. 
“We just don’t need it.”

{ lie will for $50, or a half-hour's worth of 
egal advice for kite. 

And finding them is as esisy os looking 
in the Yellow Pages. 

“Often in just 10 or IS minutes I can 


significantly help somebody out," said 
Chicago lawyer Nancy Frariks-Siraus, a 
member of the AARP Legal Services 
Network: 

“I know they're getting the right infor- 
mation and not poying on arm and a leg 
foric,"shestdd 

In 48' communities in New York, 
Michigan, Illinois and Wisconsin, 
lawyen who pay a fee and meet certain 
standards.are listed under an AARP 
heading in the Yellow Pages. 

“Sixty percent of older people who 
could benefit from use of a lawyer don't 
use them," soys Wayne Moore, head of 
tile AARP's legol advocacy group. 


One-fourth of people 6S and older 
have no %vill, according to an AARP sur- 
vey. 

Three-fourths have not signed docu- 
ments authorizing other people to han- 
dle their finances should they become 
incapacitated. 

“Unless you have your own Ibwyer, 
people don’t necessarily-know how to 
find a lawyer,” Moore said. Also, he said, 
“they ore afraid they cost too much.” . 

Network lawyers provide a half-hour's 
worth of free legal advice to AARP 
members, plus oiner services at a flat 
rate, including a document granting 
power of attorney for $35. The lawyers 


will do morc-compIicated legal work at 
20 percent below their regular rates. 

Franks-Strnus says the vast majority 
of the calls she receives have been from 
women, and about a third go beyond the 
free consultation to paid legal work. " 

“I fee! that Fm helping women who 
are alone and have been widowed in 
doing something th^.may be uncomfort- 
able in doing becouse their spouse has 
handled that for the lost 35 to 40 years,” 
she said. . 

William E. Mariano of White Plains, 
N.Y., said he docs not limit the first free 
conference to a half-hour. 

“As we get inio-wills you get into 


issues of who's going to survive who and 
relationships with children.

Ejecting normal odds. South 
took two nncsscs in^clubs. This 
gave him two club losers to go 
with two spades, and the game fell 
one trick short. 

Was North's erillca! remark • 
Justified? Ho made a good point 
When West made a takeout dou- 
ble at this vulnerability and with a 
passing partner. South should 
nave antidpalcd both dub honors 
bcingbfblde. 

The alternative? An elimina- 
tion and throw-in play mi^t work, 
but not if South draws three 
rounds of trumps. After South 
ruffs a diamond in dummy to strip 
diamonds, West will have on easy 
exit when he wins his first club. 

The winning answer is a portial 
strip. South must draw only two 
rounds of-lnimps, hoping this ex- 
hausts West After cashing the lop 
diamonds and ruffing a diamond 
in dummy, South takes a club ff- 
nessc and West is dluck. With no 
. trump to lead, he must offer a ruff 
and sluff or lead a club. Either 
way, South gets his lOth trick and 
earns praise instead of criticism.
